tion of the Tex a s Confedera te reunion 
special, en route to Macon, Ga., was 
wrecked at Gunns Mill, on the New 
Orleans & Northea stern railroad, six 
miles north ol Hattiesburg. 
Five bodies were brought to Ha t­ 
tiesburg on the ca rs of the big 
spe­ 
cial which remained on the track, and 
five or six other bodies were reported 
under the wreckage.

tiesburg. while the dead were taken to 
an undertaking estabmshment. 


Doctors and Nurses on Scene.

reached the scene of the terrib le ac­ 
cident within half an hour alte r the 
first ne ws reached here. 
Living com­ 
rades of the dead and injured vete r­ 
ans, however, had not forgotten the 
lessons they learned on the field of 
b attle, and their attention to the dead 
and the administrations to the wound­ 
ed were prompt. 
With the assistance of the mem b e rs 
of the train crew* whose lives 
were 
spared, the passengers soon had all 
of the Injured removed to 
the 
cars 
that stood on the tr ac k s and had gath- 
ered together the remains of as many 
of the dead as it was possib le to reach 
b efore the wrecking 
derrick 
could 
reach the scene to lift the deb ris from 
those pinioned b eneath it. 
The train was from New 
Orleans, 
and was occupied entirely b y the vet­ 
erans and wives and families.

CLUE LIGHT AN ANESTHETIC 


Eastern Scientist Has Demo nstrated 
the Fact In a Tho ro ug h Sertea 
o f Ex periments. 


“One of the m ost rem arkable actions 
of light has recently come to ou r a t­ 
tention,** say s the editor of the Jou r­ 
nal of Su rgery . “In an address before 
the Boston Phy sio-Therapeu tic soci­ 
ety Dr. E. C. Titu s has dem onstrated 
that blu e light possessed rem arkable 
anesthetic power. 
“In his ex perim ents he u sed a seriea 
of slender glass rods abou t one-eighth 
of an inch in thickness, placed aide 
by aide and tied together ao as to 
form a kind of flex ible m at which 
will adapt itself to v ariou s parts of 
the body . 
The glass m u st be of co­ 
b alt blu e and transm it no red ray s, 
this being 
a v ery im portant point 
The rods are to be placed u pon the 
area to be anesthetized, and some 
form of w hite light, preferably 
a tu ng­ 
sten lamp, brou ght as closely as pos­ 
sible w ithou t cau sing discom fort. 
“Strange to relate, In tw enty m in­ 
u tes the part becomes Insensitiv e, so 
tha t su perficial and ev en deep Inci­ 
sions or pu nctu res a re no longer felt. 
ThiB anesthesia lasts for one-half hou r 
or more, and has occu rred so constant­ 
ly that there is no reason to believ e 
that It is the reeu lt of su ggestion or 
accident. 
Minor su rgical operations 
hav e been perform ed u nder this m eth­ 
od and withou t the least pain or dis­ 
com fort, 
and 
there 
seem s 
to 
be 
enou gh in it to m erit attention. 
“More than thirty y ears ego there 
prev ailed w hat was afterw ards term ed 
the blu e glass craze.

v iv al of interest in phototherapy when 
Finsen 
dem onstrated 
the 
cu rativ e 
properties of the u ltra-v iolet ray In 
v ariou s affections, especially lu pu s. 
Since then the phy siological action of 
light has been carefu lly inv estigated 
and althou gh mu ch 
rem ains 
to 
be 
learned, there can be no dou bt tha t we 
are nearer to an appreciation of its 
possibilities In the treatm ent of dis­
